Roman Polytheism and Christianity. 
Polytheism appealed strongly to the 
senses; the graces of poetry, the charms 
of music, the fascinations of painting and 
statuary, with all the splendour of gold and 
every form of pageantry and pomp, were 
employed to produce strong impressions, 
and associate powerful feelings with the 
worship of the gods. 

Many of the rites of heathen worship 
aliowed and favoured the indulgence of 
some of the strongest vicious propensities 
of human nature. We cannot particularize 
here ; or it might be shown that a sensual 
people would be much tempted to support 
a system, which, under colour of religion, 
offered constant opportunities for the en- 
joyment of sinful pleasure. 

The ruling powers permitted the opera- 
tion of fanaticism without restraint: at any 
rate, they had an understanding with the 
leaders in those effervescences of idolatrous 
zeal which frequently occurred, so as either 
to insufte the direction of the infuriated 
mob of priests and eunuchs against that 
which was obnoxious to the ruling powers; 
or its evaporation in some harmless non- 
sense. This remark is illustrated in the 
book before us, by the account which is 
given of the Gall, priests of a heathen 
goddess called Cybele, who celebrated the 
rites of their superstition with drums, 
trumpets, and various other instruments; 
and by the wildest and most insane fanati- 
cism that can be imagined.—Such things 
amused the Roman mob; and they were 
tolerated, while christianity was persecuted ! 
But after all, perhaps, the chief reason 
why polytheism and idolatry were so po- 
pular was that they presented something 
palpable and particular, which the mind 
could lay hold on, and by which the affec- 
tions might be moved. Religion is uni- 
versally a subiect of deep interest. This 
is evident from the fact that no man feels 
neutral in relation toit. But mere unaided 
reason presents to us at the best, only ab- 
stract truths, and general conclusions. And 
these have no power to seize the heart, and 
awaken strong or lofty feelings. Man 
turos from them, then, and if he can fins 
nothing adapted to the wants of his na- 
ture, he will devise something to suit his 
purpose. He will have his visible symbols 
of Deity, his idols, his splendid ceremo- 
nials, and religious pomp. In every hea- 
then nation, we think it will be found that 
religious rites consist, in part at least, of 
that which is best adapted, according to 
the genius of the people, to awaken power- 
ful feelings. . 

Hence the adaption of the gospel to the 
universal condition of man. It does not 
deal in generalities; it does not drop its 
cold speculations and abstract truths, like 
morsels of ice, upon us. It comes home to 
our business and bosom», and awakens 
our loftiest feelings. And the manner in 
which it does this deserves to be remarked. 
God is set before us as a pure spirit, infi- 
nite, eternal, and unchangeable, in his be- 
ing, wisdom, power, holiness, goodness 
and truth. But while this is done, even 
before the fear, that such a being will to- 
tally overlook, or forever punish us sinners, 
is formed within us, we are told that he, 
who is the highest of the Father’s glory 
and the express image of his person, came 
from heaven to earth, lived for us, died for 
us, rose and intercedes and reigns for us; 
and we are encouraged by all that he has 
done, and all that he has promised to do, to 
trust in the Lord Jeh@vah forever. 

There is another consideration.—W hen 
man looks around him, whether im joy or 
im sorrow, he finds no tokens of any being 
in the universe sympathising ith him but 
his fellow men. The desolating tempest 
comes in its angriest mood, and the baleful 
lightning glares on him, in his highest joy. 
And in his deepest sorrow, the sun shines 
in its brightness, the moon sheds her jam- 
pentlight, nature snimate and inanimate is 
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tempted.” Surely the gospel is admira- 
bly adapted to the nature of man; and cal- 


The imprudence, the want of judgment 
and above ali the incongruous mixtures and 
inconsistencies in many characters who are 
reckoned religious, are jll calculated to do 


an opposite way of thinking. Religious 
men should be the more cautious of giving 
occasion for reproach, as they know the 
world is always on the watch, and is more 
glad to have its prejudices confirmed than 
removed,

There is that union between feeling and senti. 
ment as would leave us no reason to doubt of the 
similarity existing between them, however differ- 
ently they may be characterised im the general, or 
however various their operation may be on differ. 
ent minds. Where the former is, we find it the 
invariable concomitant of the latter; but it is in 
vain we look for the beauties that distinguish 
sentiment if there is not @ previous manifestation 
of internal and native feeling. We find many 
persons who affect to admire the richness of 
feeling in others, and yet are destitute of it them- 
selves; an imperfection, not to speak k profane. 
ly, more attributable to their natures than the 
consequence of coldness in themseives. To such 
it is a misfortune that are debarred the plea- 
eure of experiencing” they can only admire, 
and of confessing that heartiessness upon occa- 
sions when they would rather own their better 
and warmer feelings interested. 

The man of feeling is alive to all those refined 
sensations that result from sentiment—those ema- 
nations that exalt him above the ordinary ievel of 
common conceptions, and beautify and ennoble all 
that is bright or glowing in the faculties of the 
human soul; his better part is refined above the 
mortality of his existence, and the nobility of his 
nature is never more tully proved than when under 
the influence of these delightful sensations. Aan 
affected sentimentalist can never feel so; for the 
frigidity of his nature and the coldness of his 
general disposition afford him po opportunity of 
entering into the sublimity of sentiment, 

I shall mention two examples very ovposite in 
this respect. My friend Haatey is blessed with 
& more than commonly sensitive heart—so much 
80, indeed, that I could wish the exuberance of his 
feciings a little culled, that he might be more a 
man of the world, and assimilate himeelt more to 
the manners and dispositions of mankind, a majori- 
ty of whom are by no means the fittest to appre- 
ciate or bear with those overflowings of soul that 
so eminently characterize my friend: he is all for 
the sublime, the beautiful, and yrand—for all 
that is stupendous or majestic im the material 
world, or touching, tender, or nervous, in the 
ideal one of poetry and romance: he knows no 
medium between the exaltations of enthusiam and 
the execrating feelings of contempt; his heart 
accompanies his eye, and, with the full-telt enthu 

siasm of nature, no walk of nature is unseen o 

unfelt by him—he dues not boast of feeling, for 
he is unconscious of the state of man having an 
existence without it, and it is as inherent in him 
as the breath that sustains him. The stupen- 
dous emanations of genius speak to his heart 
with all the confessedness of nature's truth; he 
wishes to participate in their beauties, not deplore 
their errors—to feel and acknowledge their power, 
and to own himself the true son of sentiment, and 
of soul. How dissimilar is Taasquitus! with a 
mind improved by education and long enured to 
study, he is well entitled to the appellation of 
learnedly-wise. Fastilious in his choice, he is 
hard to please in his taste—with the cok! diserimi 

natingness of philosophy, he is particular in his 
walk through life, and often creates ideal objec. 
tions to what would gratify and please the more 
natural man. He finds feult with a landscape for 
its irregularity—deprecates a poem because it 

soars out of the bounds of criticism —abuses the 
eccentricities of genius, and disavows Shakspeare 
for the grand and dazzling eflulgence of his wn. 
chastened eflorts'—he calculates and weighs— 
the other grasps and spplice——he discovers « 
beauty to mark it as such, not feel it; he is slow 
in his choice, and adopts deliberately that which, 
on mature trebecuon would make him wonder at 
his own insensibility. He is » connoweur in music 
and poetry, and is moved with a sentimenta! speech

They repre- 
sent that the ‘Turkish and Greck ficets bad 
come to an action, in which the former have 
been defeated with the Joss of 25 vessels, 
of the class of transport ships.

ERUPTION OF MOUNT VESUVIUS, 

Mount Vesuvius which had been for se- 
veral months in a state of total inaction, on 
Friday, the 22d February, showed sigus of 
renewed vigour; on the following night it 
was ina very great activity, and on Sunday 
night (the 24th Feb.) the volcano exhibited 
avery grand eruption. A broad stream of 
lava descended the cone, and seemed to 
turn off in an angle, and run down the 
mountain towards Resina and Portici; the 
flames above the crater were lofty and con- 
tinued ; an unremitting discharge of fiery 
masses, which were thrown up in the air 
to a great height, issued from the mouth, 
and the yroans of the mountain were heard 
in Naples like distant thunder. About ten 
o'clock on that evening the view from the 
city was particularly stviking—the wide 
river of fire ran on in majestic slowness; 
innumerable pale torches were seen coast- 
ing its sides, on which some bold and cu- 
rious persons scemed every now and then 
to be treadingg; the flames were reflected 
across the bay, and threw a strong glare on 
the- buildings and on the faces of thousands 
of spectators, who had gathered on the 
Molo, Santa Lucia, and other open places, 
to paze at the magnificent conflagration. 





Gambling in the Stocks —United States’ 
Bank Stock, which, since the origin of the 
Bank, seems to have been the special aim 
and prey of jobbers and garablers, was yes- 
terday sold at 98, having fallen in one day 8 
per cent, and, since a month or six weeks, 
from 115—and all this without any sort of 
relation to the real and fair value of the 
stock, but simply from the nature of the 
contracts entered into for its sale or pur- 
chase. All this is well enough understood 
here in this city, but our country readers, 
and those out of the state, might, without 
some explanation, suppose that a real de- 
preciation had occurred in the Stock. 

The truth is, that from the great abun- 
dance of unemployed capital floating in our 
market during the past summer, a vast 
amount of U.S. Bank Stock was purchas- 
ed on speculation, chiefly by the brokers, 
in the hopes of a rise; and money borrow. 
ed, at a low interest, on a hypothecation of 
it, to enable the purchasers to pay for it. 
The revival of commerce in part, the ex- 
cessive importations in a greater degree, 
having increased the demand for money ; 
the loans on Bank Stock are required to be 
paid as they fall due, and in order to pay 
them, the Stock is thrown into a market 
now as bare of money us before it was re- 
dundant of it, and sold for what it will 
bring. The market being thus overstock- 
ed, the price naturally falls, and, the sales 
being imperative, it falls even lower than, 
notwithstanding the glut, it should do,
